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FOREWORD 


To analyze and describe the permanently valuable records of the Federal 
Government preserved in the National Archives Building is one of the main 
tasks of the National Archives. Various kinds of finding aids are needed 
to facilitate the use of these records, and the first step in the records- 
description program is the compilation of preliminary inventories of the 
material in the 260-odd record groups to which the holdings of the National 
Archives are allocated. 

These inventories are called "preliminary" because they are provisional 
in character. They are prepared as soon as possible after the records are 
received without waiting to screen out all disposable material or to per¬ 
fect the arrangement of the records. They are compiled primarily for in¬ 
ternal use, both as finding aids to help the staff render efficient refer¬ 
ence service and as a means of establishing administrative control over 
the records. 

Each preliminary inventory contains an introduction that briefly states 
the history and functions of the agency that accumulated the records. The 
records themselves are described series by series, that is, by units of 
records of the same form or that deal with the same subject or activity or 
that are arranged serially. Other significant information about the rec¬ 
ords may sometimes be given in appendixes. 

When the record group has been studied sufficiently and the records 
have been placed in final order, the preliminary inventories will be re¬ 
vised and the word "preliminary" dropped from the title of the revision. 
Meanwhile, as occasion demands and there is time for it, special reports, 
indexes, calendars, and other finding aids to the record group will be 
prepared. 

Several finding aids that give an over-all picture of material in the 
National Archives have been published. A comprehensive Guide to the Rec ¬ 
ords in the National Archives (1948) and a brief guide, Your Government 1 s 
Records in the National Archives (revised 1950), have been issued. Forty 
Reference Information Circulars , which analyze records in the National 
Archives on such subjects as transportation, small business, and India, 
have so far been published. Records of World War I have been described in 
the Handbook of Federal World War Agencies and Their Records. 1917-1921 . 

and those of World War II in the two-volume guide, Federal Records of 

World War II (1950-51). Many bodies of records of high research value 
have been edited by the National Archives and reproduced on microfilm as 
a form of publication. Positive prints of some 3,500 rolls of these micro¬ 
filmed records, described in the List of File Microcopies of the National 
Archives (revised 1950), are now available for purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The Mint of the United States was established at Philadelphia, then 
the National Capital, under an act of Congress approved April 2, 1792. 

When the seat of Government was removed to Washington the Mint, under the 
supervision of a Director appointed by the President, remained in Phila¬ 
delphia. In the early years of the Mint's operation the Director sent 
his annual reports of the activities of the Mint to the Secretary of State 
for transmittal to the President. In an interim period during which the 
Secretary of State gradually ceased to have responsibility for the super¬ 
intendence of the Mint and the Secretary of the Treasury gradually assumed 
control, the annual reports were transmitted direct to the President. By 
1835 the supervision of the Secretary of the Treasury over coinage and 
related operations appears to have been complete, although annual reports 
continued to be rendered to the President until 1857. Since that date 
the reports have been made to the Secretary of the Treasury. 

An act of March 3, 1835, authorized the establishment of branch mints 
at Charlotte, N. C.; Dshlonega, Ga.; and New Orleans. The Director of 
the Mint at Philadelphia, or the United States Mint as it was generally 
designated, was given supervision over the branch mints and continued as 
Director of activities at the three original branch mints and at assay 
offices and branch mints later authorized until the Bureau of the Mint 
was established in the Treasury Department on April 1, 1873, by an act of 
Congress epproved February 12, 1873. This act provided that the head of 
the Bureau be designated the Director of the Mint and have control over 
all mints and assay offices. The Philadelphia Mint, under a Superintend¬ 
ent, became one of the several field institutions of the Bureau. This 
transfer of authority is shown in certain correspondence described in 
this inventory, particularly in entries 1 and 3. 

The primary functions of the Philadelphia Mint remained unchanged by the 
establishment of the Bureau. These functions included coinage; the assay¬ 
ing of ores, bullion, and coins; the purchese of bullion; and the melting, 
refining, and casting of precious metals into bars or ingots. Certain 
special functions that had been performed only at the Philadelphia Mint 
also remained unchanged. These included the engraving of coinage dies; 
the manufacture of minor coins (bronze and copper-nickel alloys), medals, 
and working dies (or those made from the originals); the recoinage of 
abraded coins; the manufacture of mechanical apparatus such as coinage 
presses and scales end of certain supplies; and the collecting of "speci¬ 
men" coins to add to the collection in the Cabinet Room of gold, silver, 
end baser metal coins of different countries. The annual assay or trial 
of coins that had taken place according to law each year in the Phila¬ 
delphia Mint also continued to be performed at that Mint. Throughout the 
existence of the subtreasury system during the period 1846-1920 the 
Philadelphia Mint continued to function as a depository of public monies. 

The Mint Service, a term often used to include all institutions concerned

with mint activities, gave the Philadelphia Mint the responsibility for 
a new function provided for in an act of January 29, 1874. This was the 
execution of coinage for foreign governments, a function that now is also 
performed at the San Francisco and Denver Mints. 

In addition to the Philadelphia Mint other currently operating field 
institutions of the Mint Service aret The United States Mints at Denver 
and San Francisco; the United States Assay Offices at New York and 
Seattle; the United States Bullion Depository (Gold) at Fort Knox; and 
the United States Bullion Depository (Silver) at West Point. 

The records described in this inventory comprise those that were pro¬ 
duced in and received from the Philadelphia Mint and are a part of Record 
Group 104, Records of the Bureau of the Mint. By terms of the transfer 
offer under which these records were received, all records dating through 
1899 were to be shipped to the National Archives. To avoid breaking vol¬ 
umes and at times even series, some records later than 1899 were included 
in the transfer. Continuations of some series herein described and other 
records dating from 1900 have been retained by the Philadelphia Mint. 

The records relate to the general superintendence of the entire Mint 
Service until early in 1873, and to coinage, assaying, and other operations 
of the Philadelphia Mint from 1794, when coinage was begun, to the early 
1900*s. The records consist of correspondence, operating records, and 
housekeeping records and are described in those three categories in this 
inventory. 

The correspondence consists primarily of general correspondence, reg¬ 
isters of correspondence, correspondence with branch mints and assay 
offices, and special files of correspondence, such as that identified as 
"Boulton" correspondence (entry 7). The operating records relate to all 
major functions of the Mint and to the Annual Assay Commissions that meet 
in the Philadelphia institution. Since no organizational or functional 
pattern was apparent among the many series of operating records, the scheme 
of grouping kindred series or records relating to the same function was 
devised in the belief that such a grouping would best indicate the char¬ 
acter and relationship of the records. The housekeeping records have 
been grouped together for purposes of description as fiscal, personnel, 
property, and supply records* 

Certain records of the Philadelphia Mint that are included in some of 
the descriptions were retained by the Mint, on a loan basis, for display 
purposes. Most of these 30-odd display items are letters received and 
drafts of replies to letters received during the period 1793-1862 and as 
such are considered a part of the records described in entry 1. Other 
display items include a Warrant Book, 1793-1817; a Journal of Ordinary 
Receipts and Expenditures, 1794-1826; a Blotter—Ordinary Receipts and 
Expenditures, 1794-96; and Letter Books (2^volumes), 1795-1831. As it 
was impossible to examine these items at first hand and determine 
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their relationship to other records, no separate entries were made for them 
in this inventory. As soon as the records ere in the physical custody of 
the Archivist they will be integrated with the other records of the Phila¬ 
delphia Mint and described in subsequent finding aids. 

There are other records related to those described in this inventory 
in the same record group in the National Archives. Among those for the 
period before the Bureau of the Mint was established in 1873 are the fol¬ 
lowing* Copies of letters sent by the Secretary of the Treasury to the 
Director of the Philadelphia Mint, branch mint superintendents, and other 
officials, 1836-73; letters received in the Office of the Secretary of the 
Treasury from branch mints and assay offices, 1834-73.; and letters re¬ 
ceived by the Secretary of the Treasury, from the Director of the Phila¬ 
delphia Mint, 1858-73. Related records for the period after the Bureau 
was established include an alphabetical file of letters received in the 
Office of the Director of the Mint, 1873-83; a numerical file of letters 
received, 1883-1922; copies of letters sent, 1873-1938; and a motion- 
picture film, "The Washington Parade—The Mint," produced in 1940, which 
illustrates medel and coinage operations as carried on at the Phila¬ 
delphia Mint. In a few instances statements concerning related records 
are given in the series description or in the introductory note preceding 
the description. 

Other related records in the National Archives that are in the same 
record group include fiscal, personnel, property, and supply records pro¬ 
duced after the Bureau was established and extending to 1934; end corre¬ 
spondence and operating records for the period? indicated from the fol¬ 
lowing closed institutions of the Mint Service: Boise, Idaho, Assay 
Office, 1918-33; Carson City, Nev., Branch Mint, 1877-1925; Charlotte, 

N. C., Branch Mint and Assay Office, 1835-1913; Deadwood, S. Dak., Assay 
Office, 1897-1927; Helena, Mont., Assay Office, 1877-1933; New Orleans, 

La., Branch Mint, 1851-1942; and Salt Lake City, Utah, Assay Office, 
1909-33. No records have been accessioned from the other institutions 
mentioned above as being in operation now. 

The records described in this inventory amount to 200 cubic feet and 
were received in the National Archives in 1947. Measurements indicated 
in the entries are in terms of linear feet and inches. 
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RECORDS OF THE UNITED STATES MINT AT PHILADELPHIA 


CORRESPONDENCE, 1792-1904 

The entries that follow describe all correspondence that was recieved from 
the Philadelphia Mint except a few volumes relating to personnel and prop¬ 
erty matters that are described in another part of this inventory. The 
general correspondence described in entry 1 contains the oldest records 
received from the Mint. The entries describing the correspondence are 
in general arranged in the following order: Interfiled letters received 
and letters sent and related registers; letters received; special corre¬ 
spondence; telegraphic communications; anonymous letters received; and 
copies of letters sent and related registers. In a few. cases such as 
entry 172 copies of letters are included in volumes relating to the opera¬ 
tion or management of the Mint. Related correspondence among head¬ 
quarters records of the Bureau of the Mint in the National Archives in¬ 
clude copies of letters from the Secretary of the Treasury to the branch 
mints and assay offices, 1836-71 (13 volumes); copies of letters sent by 
the Secretary of the Treasury and the Director of the Mint (after 1873), 
1836-1938; letters received in the Office of the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Office of the Director of the Mint from branch mints and assay 
offices, 1834-73 (19 volumes and unbound papers), and letters received by 
the Secretary of the Treasury from the Director of the Mint, 1858-73 (un¬ 
bound ). 

GENERAL CORRESPONDENCE. 1792-1899. 75 ft. 1 

This series, with the exception of 10 framed documents, was assembled 
in the course of a Works Progress Administration (WPA) project, presumably 
in the late 1930*s. It appears that parts of several separate series of 
letter files were brought together, flattened, repaired when necessary, 
and filed in a chronological arrangement, and that other parts of the 
original series formed other new series such as that described in entry 3. 
The general correspondence consists of letters received from private 
individuals end firms and from Government officials, including officials 
at branch mints and assay offices; and drafts of replies for the earlier 
part and press copies of replies for the latter pert of the period 1792- 
1893. Before 1873,when the Bureau of the Mint was established,the corre¬ 
spondence relates to the general superintendence of the Mint Service, 
including the branch mints and assay offices after they were established 
in 1835; after 1873 the correspondence relates to operations at the Phila¬ 
delphia Mint. Interspersed among the letters of the early period are 
vouchers, receipts, drafts, and orders for coins. The letters received 
for the earlier years bear file numbers on the reverse side and were re¬ 
corded in a volume titled "Register of Letters Received and Sent, United 
States Mint at Philadelphia, 1792-1835." This volume is a part of the 
Bureau’s headquarters records and as such is not described in this inven¬ 
tory. For a related series of letters sent, see entry 18. Arranged 
chronologically. 
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In addition the series includes five envelopes containing letters that 
are believed to have been selected by WPA personnel for special handling 
because of the intrinsic value of the documents. One envelope contains a 
manuscript account of coinage in Great Britain entitled "An Account of 
Gold & Silver Monies Coyned Since the 20th Day of July 1660"; the latest 
date in this account is 1755 and a notation in the front of the manuscript 
indicates that it was purchased by Mint Director J. R. Snowden for the 
Mint library. Typewritten lists of the contents of each envelope were 
received in the National Archives along with the Mint records. There is 
no apparent basis for the grouping of these letters and within each 
envelope there is no apparent arrangement. 

The series also includes certain documents that were framed in the Mint 
for display purposes. Among them are a copy of a Resolution of Congress 
dated Mar. 3, 1791, relating to the establishment of the Mint and several 
documents of the 1820*s relating to the procurement of a duplicate of the 
Imperial Standard Troy Pound of Great Britain. The latter documents 
include letters of Albert Gallatin, United States Minister at London, and 
a statement of Oct. 13, 1827, bearing the signature of President John 
Quincy Adams. 

REGISTERS OP CORRESPONDENCE. 1844-99. 44 vols. 6 ft. 2 

Contain abstracts of some of the correspondence described in entries 1, 

3, and 5. From 1844 to Mar. 1879 entries in the registers are arranged 
chronologically; from Apr. 1879 they are arranged alphabetically by 
name of writer in the case of letters received and by name of addressee 
in the case of letters sent. Separable portions of these registers are: 
Indexes to correspondence, 1844-61 (11 vols.); registers of miscellaneous 
letters received, June 1862-Dec. 1899 (20 vols.); registers of "United 
States Mint Official Correspondence," Mar. 1879-Oct. 1899 (10 vols.); 
registers of correspondence—branch mints, Jan. 1862-Aug. 1874 (2 vols.); 
and a volume titled "Subject Matters of Correspondence Relative to the 
Mint of the United States, 1859-60." 

CORRESPONDENCE WITH BRANCH MINTS AND ASSAY OFFICES. 1835-98. 22 ft. 3 

Letters received and drafts of replies for the early part of the period, 
and press copies, usually clipped to the incoming letter, for the later 
years. Like the correspondence described in entry 1, this file is an 
artificial series brought together in the course of a WPA project. It is 
not apparent why some letters from branch mints and assay offices were 
filed with the general correspondence (entry l) rather than with the cor¬ 
respondence described in this entry. The correspondence relates to opera¬ 
tions in the field institutions and includes a few letters concerning the 
construction of buildings used as branch mints and assay offices. A few 
letters are to or from the Secretary of the Treasury and private individu¬ 
als, but most of the correspondence is with officials at the following 
institutions for the dates indicated: Boise City, Idaho, Assay Office, 
1883-98; Carson City, Nev., Branch Mint, 1802-64, 1868-76, 1878 (1 letter 
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only), and 1879-97; Charlotte, N. C., Branch Mint, 1835-61; Charlotte, 

N. C., Assay Office, 1873-1913; Dahlonega, Ge., Branch Mint, 1835-61, 1866, 
and 1869-70; Denver, Colo,, Branch Mint, 1862-98; Helena, Mont,, Assay 
Office, 1878-98; New Orleans, La., Branch Mint, 1835-98; New York, N. Y., 
Assay Office, 1844-64, and 1879-97; St, Louis, Mo,, Assay Office, 1881-98; 
end San Francisco, Calif,, Branch Mint, 1850-98. Entries 18 and 20 also 
contain descriptions of letters sent to branch mints and assay offices. 

The registers described in entry 2 contain abstracts of the 1844-98 part 
of this series. The correspondence in this series is arranged alphabeti¬ 
cally by name of city in which the branch mint or assay office was located 
and thereunder chronologically, with the exception of a small part of the 
series that is labeled "Various" and is arranged chronologically. 

CORRESPONDENCE CONCERNING THE SALE OF COPPER PLANCHETS. Dec. 29, 1848- 
Feb. 13, 1850. 1 vol. 2 in. 1 

Letters received and fair copies of letters sent by the Treasurer of 
the Mint to firms and individuals, relating chiefly to the manufacture 
and sale of copper planchets. Arranged chronologically; a name index is 
in the front of the volume. 

"OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE." 1898-1901. 2 ft. 5 

Though labeled "correspondence" this series consists only of letters 
received from the Treasury Department, other Government agencies, and 
private individuals. Part of the letters are entered in the registers of 
"United States Mint Official Correspondence," Mar. 1879-Oct. 1899, de¬ 
scribed in entry 2. For letters sent that relate to this series, see 
entry 18. Arranged numerically, 1-1571, thereunder chronologically. 

MISCELLANEOUS LETTERS RECEIVED. Jan. 1898-Dec. 1899. 2 ft. 6 

Letters received from private individuals and firms, relating chiefly 
to such matters as supplies and equipment or requests for information 
about Mint operations. Letters from correspondents whose names begin with 
the letters A, C-E, I, N-Q, and S are missing. The registers of miscel¬ 
laneous letters received, June 1862-Dec. 1899, described in entry 2, 
serve as a guide to this correspondence. For letters sent that relate 
to this series, see entry 18. The letters are numbered but are arranged 
alphabetically by name of writer. 

"BOULTON" CORRESPONDENCE. 1796-1838. 6 in. 7 

Letters from and drafts of replies to Matthew R. Boulton of the Boulton 
Mint, a private institution in England that supplied the United States 
Mint with considerable quantities of copper. After 1808 the letters are 
signed "M. Robinson Boulton." The series also includes: (l) A letter of 
Jan. 1, 1843, from the agent of the Soho Mint (the Boulton Mint) to the 
Director of the Philadelphia Mint relating to mint operations after the 
death of Mr. Boulton; and (2) a report of the Philadelphia assayers dated 
May 15, 1863, on the subject of silver tokens for currency, which makes 
reference to the Boulton Mint. This series appears originally to have 
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been a part of the correspondence described in entry 1. Other copies of 
letters sent to Mr. Boulton are described in entry 16. Arranged chronol¬ 
ogically. 

"JAMES RUSH" LETTERS. 1816-45. 2 vols. 2 in. 8 

Fair copies of letters sent by James Rush, Treasurer of the Phila¬ 
delphia Mint, and by his successor, William Findlay, together with a few 
from the Director of the Mint. Many of the letters, particularly for the 
Findlay period, are signed by clerks for the Treasurer. The letters are 
addressed to the Treasurer of the United States, the Director of the Mint, 
insurance companies, banks, and private individuals. See entry 17 for a 
description of letters sent by the Treasurer of the Mint at a later date. 
Arranged chronologically. 

"PEALE" CORRESPONDENCE. 1829-86. 6 in. 9 

Chiefly letters from and draft replies to Franklin Peale, for many 
years an employee of the United States Mint as Chief Coiner, Assistant 
Asseyer, Melter and Refiner, and an inventor of machinery used in the Mint 
Service. The series includes reports of Peale*s visit in the 1830*s to 
certain European cities to study coining operations, a few letters signed 
by Rubens and Titian Peale, papers relating to Franklin Peale*s claim for 
compensation for certain of his inventions used by the Mint, end a few 
letters from his widow. The bulk of the correspondence is dated in the 
1820's. Like the "Boulton" correspondence described in entry 7, this 
file appears to have been brought together from the correspondence described 
in entry 1. Arranged chronologically. 

LETTERS RECEIVED BY THE TREASURER OF THE UNITED STATES MINT. Feb. 1850- 
May 1853. 5 vols. 10 in. 

These letters are from private individuals, banks, end other private 
firms and relate to the fiscal operation of the Treasurer's Office. Some 
of the volumes contain indexes. A few of these letters are indexed in the 
second volume described in entry 11. Copies of letters sent by the Treas¬ 
urer qf the Mint are described in entries 8 and 17. Arranged chronologi¬ 
cally. 

INDEX TO THE TREASURER'S CORRESPONDENCE. Sept. 1841-June 1850. 2 vols. 

2 in. 11 

These volumes index both letters received and letters sent by the 

Treasurer of the United States Mint. The volume for Sept. 1841-June 1848 
indexes a part of the correspondence described in entry 17; the other 
volume, a small part of the records described in entry 10. Arranged 
alphabetically by name of correspondent. 

LETTERS FROM UNITED STATES MINISTERS AND CONSULS. 1859-61. 1 vol. 

3 in. 

These are fair copies of letters addressed to the Comptroller of the 
Treasury or the Secretary of the Treasury in reply to a Treasury De¬ 
partment circular of Apr. 1, 1859, that requested information on foreign 
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currencies end exchanges. Exhibits transmitted with the replies bear 
dates as early as 1830. A printed copy of the circuler and an alpha¬ 
betical list of the countries represented by the replies are unbound in 
the front of thp volume. Arrenged alphabetically by name of country, 
Austria-West Indies. 

CORRESPONDENCE OF F. C. BOOTH,, MELTER AND REFINER. Apr. 1877-May 1879. 

2 vols. 2 in. 13 

Chiefly incoming letters, together with press copies of replies, from 
the Superintendent of the Mint and a few letters from private individuals 
and firms. The correspondence relates to the operations of the Melting 
and Refining Department of the Philadelphia Mint, An illegible press 
copy of a report on Mint activities* apparently made about 1850, is in 
the first part of the volume. Arranged chronologically. 

TELEGRAMS. 1881-93. 4 vols. 2 in. 14 

Chiefly telegrams sent (1881-87) by the Director of the Mint and tele¬ 
grams received (1883-93) from branch mints and assay offices, but includ¬ 
ing a few from private individuals. Arranged chronologically. 

ANONYMOUS LETTERS, n. d. 3 in. 15 

These are letters received that perhaps at one time were a part of the 
general correspondence described in entry 1. Unarranged. 

"LETTER BOOK." Aug. 1824-June 1835. 1 vol. 1 in. 16 

This volume, identified as No. 1, is composed largely of fair copies 
of letters sent by the Director of the Mint to the Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury, other Government officials, and private individuals and firms, in¬ 
cluding Matthew R. Boulton, in Soho "near Birmington, England." Addition¬ 
al correspondence with Mr. Boulton is described in entry 7. The volume 
also includes copies of annual reports made to the President of the United 
States on operations in the Mint. On pages 137-144 are copies of titles 
and deeds, 1787-1829, to certain Philadelphia properties purchased by the 
Government for the United States Mint Building. Two volumes of comparable 
content but produced after the Bureau of the Mint was created are among 
headquarters records of the Bureau and so are not described in this in¬ 
ventory, Comparable letters of earlier date are described in entry 172. 
Arranged chronologically. 

COPIES OF LETTERS SENT BY THE TREASURER OF THE MINT. July 1845-Dec. 1848, 
June 1850-Mar. 1874. 20 vols. 2 ft. 17 

This series consists of fair and press copies of letters to the 
Director of the Mint, the Treasury Department, banks and other firms, and 
private individuals, relating chiefly to fiscal operations of the Treas¬ 
urer's Office. Comparable records of an earlier date are described in 
entry 8 and related letters received are described in entry 10. For an index 
to part of the letters sent see entry 11. Arranged chronologically. 
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PRESS COPIES OF LETTERS SENT BY THE DIRECTOR AND SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
MINT. 1866-1900. 105 vols. 9 ft. 18 

These are copies of letters sent to the Treasury Department, other 
Government departments, branch mints and assay offices, banks, and (until 
1879) to private firms and individuals. Before April 1873 the letters are 
signed by the Director of the Mint, thereafter by the Superintendent. 

These letters complement to some extent the letters received that are 
described in entries 1, 3, 5, and 6. Most of the letters relate to 
operations at the Philadelphia Mint and the field institutions, and to 
questions relating to policy, personnel, and equipment. The volumes from 
1879 to 1900 contain indexes and are identified by "0" (for "Official”) on 
the backstrips; the registers described in entry 19 contain entries for 
the letters dated 1879-99. Arranged chronologically. 

REGISTERS OF OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE. Mar. 1879-Dec. 1899. 7 vols.

These registers serve as finding aids to the press copy volumes for the 
period 1879-99 that are described in entry 18. Each entry gives the date 
of the letter, the number of the press copy book, the page number in the 
book, and an abstract of the letter. The entries are arranged by name of 
office or official to whom the letter was sent, thereunder chronologically. 

PRESS COPIES OF LETTERS TO BRANCH MINTS AND ASSAY OFFICES. 1868-73.

These volumes also include copies of letters to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, other Treasury Department officials, and private individuals. 

The letters relate chiefly to coinage and assay matters but in some cases 
to personnel. Arranged chronologically. 

PRESS COPIES OF LETTERS SENT BY THE COINING AND MEDAL DEPARTMENT. 

1866-85, 1887-92, and 1895-97. 25 vols. 2 ft. 21 

Copies of letters from the Director of the Mint and from the Superin¬ 
tendent (after Apr. 1873), chiefly to private individuals in reply to re¬ 
quests for and information concerning coins and medals.

The 1792 act that established the Mint named the Chief Justice of the 
United States, the Secretary and Comptroller of the Treasury, the Secretary 
for the Department of State, and the Attorney General of the United States 
to make an annual inspection of coins executed at the Mint. Perhaps be¬ 
cause of the difficulty of getting these persons together, the task of 
making the annuel inspection of coins was delegated in 1801 to the district 
judge of Pennsylvania, the United States attorney for the district of 
Pennsylvania, and the Commissioner of Loens for the State of Pennsylvania. 

An act of January 18, 1837, also authorized the President to designate 
such other persons as he might choose for the purpose of witnessing the 
"annual trial." The act of February 12, 1873, that established the Bureau 
of the Mint continued the annual assay "to secure a due conformity in the 
gold and silver coins to their respective standards of fineness and weight." 
The Annual Assay Commissioners, appointed by the President, are required to 
meet in February, annually, in the Philadelphia Mint "to examine and test 
• . . the fineness end weight of the coins reserved by the several mints 
for this purpose," 

In addition to the records of the Commissions described below other re¬ 
cords relating to the Annual Assay Commissions are among headquarters re¬ 
cords of the Bureeu of the Mint that are in the National Archives.
